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Dedication 


This  year's  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Paul  Morgan  Cooper,  a  long 
time  resident  of  Grafton.  Paul  maintained  a  weather  station  at  his  home  on  Library 
Road  for  many  years,  where  he  would  call  in  the  temperature  and  precipitation 
amounts  daily.  When  you  would  hear  Grafton  mentioned  on  the  weather,  that  was 
Paul's  doing  -  Grafton's  own  "weatherman". 

Paul  was  also  a  member  of  the  Grafton  Crafters.  He  could  be  seen  at  craft  fairs 
selling  his  hand-crafted  wooden  trains  and  other  items .  Not  unusual  to  see  him  give 
a  toy  away  to  make  a  child  smile. 

Paul  enjoyed  entertaining  people  with  his  stories,  a  quote,  or  just  a  smile.  He  always 
knew  just  the  right  words  to  say.  He  was  a  kind  and  gentle  man  with  only  good  and 
encouraging  words  to  speak.  He  was  a  fixture  in  Grafton  that  will  be  truly  missed. 
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SUMMARY  OF  1992  WARRANT  ARTICLES 


Article  1  All  Officers  duly  elected. 

Article  2  Voted  to  hear  report  of  Budget  Committee  and  act  thereon. 

Article  3  Voted  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $95,000  for  a  new  fire  station, 

authorized  withdrawal  of  $55,431  plus  interest  from  the  Capital 

Reserve  Fund  and  $10,000  donated  from  the  Fire  Department  and 

$5,000  from  the  Ambulance  Squad  for  said  purpose.  Remaining 

monies  to  come  from  taxation. 
Article  4  Defeated  article  to  add  $24,600  to  the  fire  station  capital  reserve 

fund. 
Article  5  Voted  to  purchase  a  new  ambulance  not  to  exceed  $77,800  of 

which  $60,000  plus  interest  is  to  come  from  capital  reserve 

fund,  $5,000  to  be  donated  by  the  ambulance  squad  and  the 

remaining  $12,800  to  come  from  taxation. 
Article  6  Defeated  article  to  add  $10,000  to  ambulance  Capital  Reserve 

Fund. 
Article  7  Voted  to  place  $27,500  in  capital  reserve  funds  as  follows: 

Bridge  Replacement  -  $15,000;  Highway  Equipment  -  $10,000; 

and  Recreation  Shelter  -  $2,500. 
Article  8  Voted  $12,000  to  complete  revaluation  of  town.  Total  estimate 

was   $58,800   and  remaining   monies   to  come   from  capital 

reserve  fund. 
Article  9  Voted  $10,000  to  put  vinyl  siding  on  town  office  building. 

Article  10        Defeated  article  to  raise  $5,000  to  paint  town  office  building. 
Article  1 1        Voted  $2,500  for  new  furnace  at  town  hall. 
Article  12       Voted  $2,500  for  new  furnace  at  library. 
Article  13        Voted  $500  to  restore  old  town  records. 
Article  14        Voted  to  allow  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  five  year  lease-purchase 

agreement  to  purchase  a  loader.  Cost  is  $12,721  per  year  and 

will  come  from  highway  budget.  Total  cost  is  $54,853  with 

trade-in  allowance. 
Article  15        Voted  to  direct  Selectmen  to  contact  State  and  Federal  officials 

and  encourage  them  to  reactivate  Northern  Railroad  line  which 

runs  through  Grafton. 
Article  16        Voted  to  authorize  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend 

federal  or  state  funds  for  purpose  set  forth  in  budget  and  account 

for  same. 
Article  17        Authorized  Selectmen  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Article  18        Voted  to  authorize  Selectmen  to  accept  gifts  for  any  public 

purpose  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 
Article  19       Voted  to  authorize   Selectmen  to   accept  gifts   of  personal 

property  pursuant  to  RSA  31:95E.  Selectmen  must  hold  a 

hearing  prior  to  acceptance  and  it  must  not  bind  the  town  to 

raise  money  for  maintenance  etc.  of  such  personal  property. 
Article  20        Voted  to  authorize  Selectmen  to  convey  by  public  auction, 

sealed  bid  or  as  justice  may  require,  any  real  estate  acquired  by 

tax  collector's  deed  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Straw  Road,  so  called, 
leading  from  Tunnel  Road  in  a  westerly  direction  to  and  past  the 
Burrington  homestead,  otherwise  known  as  the  Burlington's  driveway  for 
a  distance  of  700  feet  (0.133  mile)  pursuant  to  RSA  231:45. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Hoyt  Road,  so  called, 
leading  from  Slab  City  Road  in  a  westerly  direction  to  the  stone  bridge 
abutments  for  1165  feet  (0.221  mile)  pursuant  to  RSA  231:45. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Clark  Road,  so  called, 
leading  from  River  Road/Mill  Brook  Road  in  a  north  westerly  direction 
for  approximately  230  feet  (0.044  mile),  otherwise  known  as  Ann  Lord's 
driveway  pursuant  to  RSA  231:45. 

19.  Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  33:7  providing  that  any 
town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  authorizing  indefinitely, 
until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  the  selectmen  to  issue  tax 
anticipation  notes?

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1993  was  a  year  noted  for  its  accomplishments.  After  enduring  two  postponed 
town  meetings  initiated  by  an  immense  snowfall  (not  since  the  great  blizzard 
of  1888  had  a  town  meeting  ever  been  postponed)  voters  assembled  to 
approve  the  funding  of  several  capital  projects  for  the  town. 

After  serving  the  town  for  close  to  fifty  years,  our  two  bay  fire  station  was 
finally  replaced  by  a  spacious  three  bay  facility  that  not  only  provides  ample 
space  for  emergency  vehicles  but  also  elbow  room  for  personnel  to  train  and 
store  their  equipment.  The  new  station  stand  as  a  tribute  not  only  to  the  voters 
who  supported  its  funding,  but  also  to  the  fire  and  ambulance  departments  that 
donated  their  own  monies  towards  its  construction.  In  addition,  recognition 
should  be  given  to  the  fire  department  for  its  extraordinary  fundraising 
campaign,  proceeds  of  which  were  applied  towards  additional  construction  at 
the  station. 

In  June  the  ambulance  squad  took  deliver  of  their  new  PL  Custom  ambulance 
which  arrived  just  in  the  nick  of  time,  since  the  old  one  gave  out  on  a  run.  This 
new  ambulance  provides  more  head  room  and  storage  capacity  that  will  allow 
members  to  provide  improved  service  to  the  citizens  of  Grafton. 

On  another  front,  we  oversaw  the  installation  of  vinyl  siding  on  the  town 
offices  and  had  a  stone  wall  erected  at  the  front  of  the  offices  which  enhances 
the  appearance.  This  year  we  are  requesting  funds  to  have  parking  spaces  out 
front  and  the  handicap  parking  space  in  back  as  well  as  the  driveway  leading  to 
the  new  fire  station  paved. 

On  a  broader  scale,  we  have  requested  at  no  cost,  a  survey  to  be  conducted  by 
the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Planning  Council  to  develop  a  road 
management  plan  to  identify  which  roads  should  be  rehabilitated  and  to  what 
extent.  In  the  meantime  we  recognize  that  our  paved  roads  are  growing  older 
and  decaying  at  a  fast  pace.  Hence  we  are  also  recommending  that  Library  Road 
should  be  considered  for  repaving  while  it  is  still  salvageable. 

We  are  also  recommending  the  rebuilding  of  the  Prescott  Hill  Bridge  that 
crosses  the  Smith  River  at  the  Recreation  Field.  This  bridge  is  narrow  both  for 
the  road  and  the  river.  Under  the  new  Federal  Bridge  Replacement  Program  the 
town  is  obligated  to  pay  for  only  20%  of  the  cost.  In  this  way  the  town 
received  a  bridge  built  to  standard  that  should  last  for  many  years  without  much 
costly  maintenance.  Finally,  we  are  anticipating  state- wide  mandate  for  911 
compliance  which  requires  all  towns  to  address  all  of  their  roads  by  July  of 
199S.  Hence  we  are  requesting  funds  to  continue  our  street  sign  program. 

All  of  these  efforts  that  we  have  strived  for  are  to  ensure  that  the  town  be  able 
to  meet  the  demands  of  not  only  the  present  generation  but  also  generations  to 
come.  We  hope  that  each  and  ever  one  of  you  are  able  to  attend  Town  Meeting 
and  voice  your  opinion.  Hope  to  see  you  there.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE 
WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an 
average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were 
campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped 
control.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many 
towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire 
prevention  programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th 
anniversary.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be 
working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  - 
"Remember  ...  Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires.  Fire  prevention  is  the  most 
cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool.  Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us 
and  our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year. 

"Remember  ...  Smokey  has  for  fifty  years!"

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AMBULANCE  REPORT 

Grafton  Ambulance  members  treated  54  patients  during  emergency  calls  last 
year.  In  even  the  most  critical  situations  our  responders  answered  these  calls 
professionally  and  skillfully.  We  found  that  the  new  ambulance  enhanced  our 
efforts  by  providing  us  with  better  communication  capabilities  and  an 
improved  work  environment  for  patient  care. 

In  addition  to  responding  to  calls,  ambulance  members  provided  first-aid  at  the 
July  4th  Celebration,  raised  money  for  flood  damaged  Grafton,  111.,  and 
attended  numerous  training  and  continuing  education  classes. 

We  welcomed  to  Grafton  many  highly  qualified  and  respected  guest  speakers. 
They  included  physicians,  nurses  and  EMS  educators  from  around  the  state  who 
presented  us  with  workshops  on  a  variety  of  topics.  We  attended  similar 
workshops  in  Canaan  and  Enfield. 

Members  participated  in  other  programs  and  received  certifications  in  different 
aspects  of  pre-hospital  emergency  care.  Two  more  members  became  certified 
in  defibrillation  and  in  Advanced  Airway  Management  (EOA).  There  was  an 
intensive  weekend  Critical  Trauma  Care  Course  and  also  a  Pediatric  Trauma 
Care  Course.  A  day-long  Wilderness  Medicine  Conference  was  attended  as  was 
a  N.H.  EMS  evaluator  training  course  in  which  six  of  our  providers  became 
evaluators.  We  now  have  three  CPR  instructors  and  one  PACE  instructor  on  our 
roster.  Continuing  education  classes  offered  at  area  hospitals  were  attended  as 
were  training  in  Hazardous  Materials  and  in  other  areas  of  interest. 

Kathleen  Crawford  became  the  first  member  to  be  certified  in  ALS  as  a 
Nationally  Registered  EMT-Intennediate.  This  gives  our  service  the  ability  to 
provide  life-saving  intravenous  therapy  and  drug  administration  in  the  pre- 
hospital setting.  We  have  one  more  member,  Michelle  Gauthier,  who  is 
currently  pursuing  certification  on  this  level. 

In  1993  we  gained  five  new  members:  Michael  Gauthier,  Bonnie  Haubrich, 
Pam  Grinley,  Diane  Joyce  and  Ruth  Duefield.  Five  other  members  attended  the 
required  recertification  courses  for  EMT's  and  First  Responders.  This  is  in 
addition  to  the  48  hours  of  continuing  education  required  to  recertify.  The 
ambulance  squad  would  like  to  thank  John  Sullivan  for  his  work  on  the 
ambulance  storage  area  and  to  April  Donnelly  whose  services  to  the  ambulance 
are  an  invaluable  asset  to  us.  We  would  especially  like  to  recognize  and 
express  our  appreciation  to  Ken  Cushing  who  served  as  our  captain  for  five 
years.  Through  his  dedication  and  support  he  opened  the  door  to  growth  and 
advancement  for  us  as  a  squad  and  as  individuals.  We  also  offer  thanks  to  Paul 
Gove,  our  chief  since  the  birth  of  Grafton  Ambulance  and  to  Don  Gallup,  past 
deputy  chief,  for  their  leadership  and  kindness,  for  guiding  us  through  so  many 
nights  and  for  always  lending  a  helping  hand. 

And  thank-you  to  all  the  people  of  Grafton  for  all  of  your  support  throughout 
the  year.  It  is  our  privilege  to  serve  in  a  town  where  neighbors  will  stop  and 
help  each  other  in  times  of  crisis.  In  the  coming  year  we  will  continue  to 
strive  to  achieve  and  maintain  the  highest  quality  of  pre-hospital  care  that  we 
can  provide  to  our  patients.

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POLICE  REPORT 

In  1993  your  Police  Department  once  again  had  a  busy  year. 

Incidence  of  burglary  showed  an  increase  this  year,  many  of  which  were 
solved,  charged,  and  prosecuted  by  your  Police  Department.  Increase  in 
Juvenile  matters  were  also  noted.  Learning  to  work  with  Juvenile  Officers, 
Juvenile  Diversionary  committee,  DCYS,  Crisis  centers  etc.,  has  been  a  great 
help  to  us  in  many  of  these  problems. 

Speeding  vehicles  are  still  a  problem.  A  decrease  in  speed  on  Route  4  has  been 
noted,  likely  due  to  police  visibility  and  warning  tickets  that  have  been 
issued.  Complaints  of  speeders  on  town  roads  is  still  a  problem,  and  we  hope 
to  attack  this  issue  more  vigorously  this  coming  year. 

A  change  in  staff  took  place  this  year.  Due  to  personal  reasons  Officer  Roy 
Holland  resigned  his  appointment.  Steve  Colburn  of  Grafton  was  appointed  in 
May  to  fill  mis  vacancy.  Steve  is  a  long  time  resident  of  Grafton,  a  certified 
EMT  on  the  ambulance  squad,  and  works  locally  as  a  self-employed 
carpenter/builder.  His  availability,  knowledge  and  understanding  of  people, 
and  firm  commitment  to  serve  has  been,  and  I  am  sure  will  continue  to  be,  a 
valued  addition  to  our  department. 

As  required  by  N.H.  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council,  all  officers 
received  mandatory  training  to  maintain  police  certification,  and  were  certified 
with  their  weapons  for  year  1993. 

Again  this  year  we  were  able  to  obtain  Government  surplus  equipment  through 
Operation  North  Star,  a  program  to  get  surplus  equipment  to  police 
departments.  We  submitted  for  and  were  allocated  a  4x4  van-type  military 
ambulance.  This  vehicle  is  in  A-l  condition  with  only  11,000  miles.  The 
vehicle  has  been  painted  blue  in  color  and  has  been  lettered  and  marked  as  a 
police  vehicle.  Communication  and  emergency  lights  have  been  installed  and 
is  now  ready  for  any  emergency  that  may  arise.  I  am  sure  this  will  be  a  valued 
piece  of  equipment  that  will  serve  us  well  for  many  years.  The  4x4  pick-up 
truck  obtained  earlier  was  transferred  to  the  Highway  Department,  where  it  can 
be  well  utilized. 

Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Notary  services  are  still  available  at  the  Police 
Department.  Anyone  in  need  of  these  services  can  call  or  stop  by  anytime.  Be 
assured  that  your  Police  Department  will  continue  in  its  efforts  to  be  aware  of 
the  problems  and  needs  of  the  community,  and  to  protect  and  serve  you  with 
respect  and  integrity.

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GRAFTON  EMERGENCY 
MANAGEMENT  DEPARTMENT 

Hello.  As  you  can  see,  another  year  has  past.  In  this  year  your  Emergency 
Management  Department  has  worked  hard  to  put  an  emphasis  on  emergency 
services,  with  our  work  on  the  Emergency  Response  Plan  and  the  new  fire  station. 
The  Emergency  Response  Plan  is  about  75%  complete  and  the  station  is  now  in 
use  and  90%  complete.  It  is  very  important  to  our  department  to  be  prepared  for 
all  circumstances.  One  of  the  things  that  we  felt  was  a  priority  was  the  need  for  a 
facility  that  could  withstand  most  natural  disasters,  and  protect  our  emergency 
equipment  and  become  a  disaster  center  during  a  crisis. 

We  all  take  it  for  granted  that  when  we  dial  Hanover  Dispatch  for  our  emergency 
services,  that  they  will  just  take  care  of  our  emergencies.  In  most  cases,  this  is  so, 
but  during  a  disaster  it  is  much  more  difficult.  We  can  have  all  the  plans  in  the 
world,  but  if  we  do  not  have  the  facility  or  equipment  to  handle  it,  the  disaster  can 
become  a  catastrophe.  The  common  belief  is  that  the  State  and  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  will  make  it  all  better  -  this  is  false.  Although 
they  are  a  great  deal  of  help,  they  cannot  do  it  all.  They  are  also  spread  very  thin 
during  an  emergency  that  may  encompass  die  whole  state,  or  maybe  just  a  local 
area.  The  need  for  the  well-organized  Emergency  Management  Department  for 
your  Town,  and  a  very  devoted  group  of  Volunteers  in  your  emergency  services, 
is  the  goal  of  our  department. 

During  the  winter  of  1993  this  Department  was  put  to  a  test  This  was  only  eleven 
months  after  the  Deputy  Director  Pam  Grinley  and  I,  the  Director,  had  been  sworn 
in  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  the  department  heads.  We  were  faced  with  a 
storm  that  was  predicted  to  be  the  worst  of  the  century.  Luckily  it  did  not  hit  us 
with  the  predicted  disaster.  However,  it  was  32"  of  snow.  I  am  not  making  light  of 
this  storm.  It  still  took  about  350  volunteer  hours  from  the  beginning  of  the  storm 
to  the  final  signature  on  the  reports  sent  to  the  state,  which  brought  in  to  the 
town's  general  accounts  $3,753.00  for  disaster  assistance. 

My  thanks,  and  many  other  thanks  shown  in  the  letters  to  us,  thanking  those 
persons  who  worked  tirelessly  shoveling,  snow  blowing,  plowing,  making  meals, 
phone  calls  and  offering  their  services.  My  hat  goes  off  to  those  people. 

I  hope  in  the  future  that  we  do  not  have  to  test  this  emergency  system,  but  if  we 
do,  I  know  that  we  can  put  all  other  differences  aside  and  work  as  a  team,  as 
during  the  storm  of  March  1993. 

In  the  year  ahead  we  plan  on  the  completion  and  testing  of  the  Emergency 
Response  Plan  and  write  grants  for  emergency  equipment,  such  as  a  rescue  boat 
for  our  Fire  Department.

The  scheduled  on  line  date  is 
July  1, 1995.

GRAFTON  TRANSFER  STATION  REPORT 

The  workers  of  the  Transfer  Station  had  a  very  busy  year.  The  major  purchase 
of  equipment  came  in  the  form  of  a  used  bailer.  This  bailer  will  enable  us  to 
bail  recycclables  such  as  newspapers,  tin  cans  and  aluminum  cans  into  block 
form.  By  bailing,  it  is  much  easier  to  store  and  handle.  It  also  will  enable  us  to 
market  our  recyclables  at  a  higher  value.  Bailing  will  allow  us  to  expand 
recycling  of  other  items  such  as  rags,  clothing  and  magazines  which  currently 
go  into  the  regular  trash  container.  By  doing  this  we  wll  eventually  save 
money  in  tipping  fees. 

Last  years  building  was  moved  on  top  of  the  glass  container  with  a  new  roof 
added.  A  larger  building  measuring  30'  x  39'  was  added.  This  larger  building 
will  house  the  bailer  and  granulator  and  offer  storage  for  recyclables  prior  to 
and  after  processing. 

We  have  also  started  to  take  a  step  toward  mandatory  recycling.  By 
implementing  the  mandator  recyclnig  of  aluminum  cans  we  have  started  toiget 
people  into  the  habit  of  trash  separation.  By  doing  this  it  is  our  hopes  that  it 
will  be  easier  for  people

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GENERAL  ASSISTANCE  OFFICE  REPORT 

To  the  voters  of  the  town  of  Grafton.  Another  year  has  come  and  gone  and  we 
at  the  General  Assistance  office  wish  everyone  well.  The  General  Assistance 
Office  had  19  applicants  for  1993.  Fifteen  of  those  applicants  received 
services.  The  remainder  didn't  return  their  application  or  didn't  qualify.  In 
July  we  had  a  homeless  family.  Between  our  office  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  they  were  found  adequate  housing  in  Lebanon.  This  is  the  first  time 
this  has  happened  in  our  town.  Just  goes  to  show  you  it  can  happen  anywhere. 
All  in  all  we  did  fairly  well  this  past  year.  The  Food  Pantry  had  14  applicants 
that  received  goods  and/or  services.  We  had  some  food  donations  at  the  pantry 
this  year  that  we  were  very  much  in  need  of.  We  had  donations  of  $165.00  at 
the  food  pantry  in  1993.  THANKS  to  all  that  donated. 

Because  we  had  a  surplus  left  in  the  welfare  budget,  we  approached  the 
selectmen  and  asked  for  permission  to  purchase  a  copier  for  the  welfare  office. 
We  wouldn't  have  to  run  up  and  downstairs  to  copy  a  clients  personal  papers.  It 
would  also  take  some  of  the  burden  off  the  downstairs  copier.  Permission  was 
granted.  This  year  we  are  asking  for  a  slight  raise  in  the  welfare  budget  Our 
working  budget  for  cases  will  stay  the  same  as  will  the  welfare  director's 
salary.  You  will  also  see  an  amount  of  $300.00  in  the  proposed  budget  for  the 
assistant  director's  salary.  The  present  assistant  has  worked  for  two  years 
without  any  salary.  There  is  an  amount  of  $300.00  for  us  to  be  able  to  attend 
welfare  workshops  and  conferences.  This  will  enable  us  to  keep  up  with  the 
changing  laws.  You  will  also  see  an  amount  of  $1500.00.  This  will  be  used  to 
purchase  a  computer  for  the  welfare  office,  with  permission  of  course.  There  is 
also  a  small  amount  for  supplies,  paper,  toner,  etc.  and  our  phone  bill.  We 
here  at  the  General  Assistance  office  hope  that  1994  brings  us  all  a  better  year.

•  Provided  railroad  information  to  Selectmen  and  attended  conference  on  re- 
use of  B&M  line. 

•  In  December,  will  provide  two  wetlands  maps  of  Town,  one  using  SCS 
soils  data  and  one  based  on  Landsat  vegetative  data. 

Our  Commission  looks  forward  to  continuing  to  serve  Grafton  in  the  coming 
year.

Grafton  County  Commissioners  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  present 
our  report  to  the  citizens  of  Grafton  County.  We  continue  our  goals  of  efficient 
county  services  and  work  diligently  to  maintain  prudent  budgets  and  tax 
requirements. 

In  keeping  with  the  Town  of  Littleton's  theme  of  "Our  Volunteers",  we  are 
proud  to  pay  tribute  to  the  many  volunteers  serving  the  county  home,  the 
correctional  facility  and  other  agencies,  schools,  hospitals,  etc.,  throughout 
Grafton  County. 

At  the  Grafton  County  Department  of  Corrections  we  are  blessed  to  have  Dick 
and  Betty  Abbott  teaching  two  Thresholds/Decisions  classes  a  year,  which  has 
appreciably  reduced  the  recidivism  rate.  We  also  commend  Bruce  Newton  for 
his  work  in  alcohol  and  narcotics  programs,  Kathy  Lovell  for  her  substance 
abuse  counseling  program  and  Ralph  Hysong  for  special  services. 

The  Grafton  County  Nursing  Home  receives  many  volunteer  hours  from  local 
citizens  and  the  RSVP  program.  The  Nursing  Home  holds  a  special 
Recognition  Day  to  honor  these  valuable  volunteers. 

The  Commissioners  nominate  individuals  and  groups  to  receive  the 
Governor's  Volunteer  Recognition  award  in  September.  This  year's  individual 
award  went  to  Leslie  Backstrom  for  bringing  new  programs,  volunteers  and 
funds  to  the  Warren  school,  and  the  Grafton  County  RSVP  Knitters  Group 
received  the  group  award  for  12,000  hours  and  1400  knit  items  completed  and 
distributed  to  schools,  hospitals  and  other  agencies. 

We  apologize  for  not  being  able  to  recognize  all  volunteers  in  this  short 
space.  However,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  so  many  throughout  Grafton  County 
that  it  would  be  hard  to  name  them  all. 

Grafton  County  Commissioners  have  had  an  active  year  working  on  long 
range  planning  for  equipment  and  space  needs  and  on  other  progressive 
projects  such  as  the  expansion  to  the  Nursing  Home's  Special  Needs  Unit.  The 
County  Corrections  Facility  is  now  using  electronic  monitoring  at  inmate 
expense  to  allow  house  arrest,  and  the  County  Farm  has  reduced  its  payroll 
with  the  installation  of  a  new  milk  line  system.  As  with  towns,  we  continue  to 
be  frustrated  by  ever  expanding  federal  and  state  cost  shifting.

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UPPER  VALLEY  HOUSEHOLD 
HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

The  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Committee  has  for  many  years 
argued  that  it  is  important  that  household  hazardous  waste  (including  batteries, 
oil  and  oil  based  paint)  should  be  separated  from  municipal  solid  waste  and 
disposed  of  properly.  This  is  now  recognized  and  state  laws  in  both  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont  restrict  the  disposal  of  household  hazardous  waste  in 
landfills.  Formerly  our  committee  organized  the  once-a-year  household 
hazardous  waste  collection  program  as  a  step  toward  keeping  hazardous 
materials  out  of  the  landfills,  but  for  the  last  year  the  newly  formed  Upper 
Valley  Recycling  and  Waste  Management  Program  has  taken  on  the 
responsibility  for  regular  collection  and  disposal  of  household  hazardous 
waste,  at  a  specially  equipped  hazardous  waste  facility  at  the  Hartford 
Recycling  Center.  This  component  of  the  Bi-State  agreement  is  very 
important  and  provides  an  essential  service  for  the  member  communities  that 
simply  could  not  be  provided  by  individual  towns. 

A  vital  feature  of  this  service  is  that  it  provides  convenient  collection  of  these 
household  hazardous  wastes  at  no  direct  charge  to  residents.  Household 
hazardous  waste  disposal  costs  are  paid  from  general  solid  waste  program 
revenue,  and  therefore  residents  have  a  no -fee  service,  so  there  is  an  incentive 
to  bring  hazardous  materials  to  the  collection  center  and  not  to  hide  them  in 
the  trash  where  they  could  contaminate  the  landfill.  We  strongly  support  this 
feature  of  the  program. 

As  the  solid  waste  agreement  comes  up  for  re-negotiation  we  urge  you  to  keep 
in  mind  the  very  substantial  benefits  which  the  household  hazardous  waste 
component  of  this  agreement  is  providing  for  the  Upper  Valley.  First,  it  is 
protecting  the  environment  and  allowing  us  all  to  comply  with  state  laws  that 
restrict  household  hazardous  waste  disposal.  Second,  it  is  educating  the  public 
to  be  more  aware  of  the  risks  of  household  hazardous  wastes  and  hazardous 
products  and  third,  it  is  less  expensive  than  individual  towns  trying  to  provide 
this  service  independently. 

The  household  hazardous  waste  component  of  the  agreement  has  been 
successful,  but  only  a  part  of  the  total  household  hazardous  waste  is  being 
collected  and  the  program  needs  to  be  expanded.  Additional  publicity  and 
public  education  are  needed  to  increase  participation  and  conform  to  state 
regulations  on  separation  of  waste.  We  urge  your  support  for  the  continuation 
of  a  regional  agreement  that  provides  not  only  for  solid  waste  disposal  and 
recycling,  but  most  importantly  that  provides  for  safe,  no-fee  disposal  of  the 
most  dangerous  part  of  our  household  waste.

We  are  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  report  on  the  activities  of  Mascoma 
Home  Health  Services  for  1993,  our  twenty-fourth  year  of  providing  home 
health  care,  hospice  and  community  health  services  for  the  residents  of  your 
community  and  our  second  year  as  a  branch  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Alliance  of 
Vermont  and  New  Hampshire. 

This  has  been  another  year  of  extraordinary  growth  in  requests  for  services 
affecting  all  of  our  programs,  especially  home  visiting  and  hospice.  Home 
visits  throughout  our  service  area  increased  35%  over  those  reported  for  1992. 
Our  staff,  with  their  experience,  dedication  and  skill  in  caring  for  people  in 
their  homes  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  meet  this  challenge. 

Home  visits  provided  by  our  staff  in  the  Mascoma  Home  Health  Branch  for

The  Family  Health  Services  Program  is  available  to  young  families  in  your 
community.  This  program  includes  a  Well  Child  Clinic  and  a  Women,  Infants 
and  Children  (WIC)  Program.  Home  visits  are  available  to  children  and 
families  and  are  made  by  nurses  specializing  in  pediatric  care  and  parent  aides 
to  help  them  care  for  themselves  and  their  children  in  the  most  productive  and 
positive  way  possible.  The  WIC  Program  provides  nutrition,  education,  food 
vouchers  and  health  care  referral  sources  to  mothers  and  children  from  low 
income  families.

Hospice  of  the  Upper  Valley,  Inc.  (HUV)  is  a  voluntary,  community-based 
human  service  organization  which  addresses  issues  of  life-threatening  illness, 
death  and  bereavement.  Our  emphasis  is  on  caring;  we  encourage  ourselves  and 
others  to  attend  to  the  wholeness  of  each  person  and  to  affirm  as  well  as 
support  one  another  -  caregivers  and  clients  alike  -  in  the  spirit  of  love. 
Services  include:  direct  patient/family  care;  volunteer,  professional  and 
community  education;  patient/family  advocacy;  case  management;  and 
influence  in  the  development  of  public  policy.  The  work  of  volunteers  in  the 
deliver  of  patient/family  care  is  the  mainstay  of  Hospice. 

Our  major  sources  of  income  are  from  memorial  gifts,  individual  donations, 
and  town  support.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  support  we  have  received 
from  Grafton  in  the  past,  and  hope  you  will  continue  to  support  our  services. 

For  the  first  eleven  months  in  1993,  Hospice  served  337  patient/families  in 
our  various  areas  of  service,  of  which  3  have  been  from  Grafton. 

In  1992,  131  patient/family  units  received  Hospice  nursing  assessment  and 
consultation,  volunteer  assistance  with  routine  tasks  or  respite  care  in  home, 
hospital,  or  nursing  home.  143  families  received  support  and  guidance  in  their 
grief  through  our  support  groups  for  bereaved  children  and  ongoing  adult 
support  groups. 

Hospice  of  the  Upper  Valley  services  are  available  free  of  charge  in  Upper 
Valley  towns,  including:  Canaan,  Dorchester,  Enfield,  Grafton,  Hanover, 
Haverhill,  Lebanon,  Lyme,  Orange,  Oxford,  Piermont  and  Plainfield  in  New 
Hampshire;  and  Barnard,  Bradford,  Bridgewater,  Corinth,  Fairlee,  Hartford, 
Hartland,  Newbury,  Norwich,  Plymouth,  Pomfret,  Reading,  Thetford, 
Topsham,  Vershire,  West  Fairlee,  West  Windsor,  Windsor,  and  Woodstock  in 
Vermont.

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  provides  services  to  older 
residents  of  Grafton  through  the  Mascoma  Area  Senior  Center.  These  services 
include  home  delivered  meals,  a  senior  dining  room  program,  transportation, 
adult  day  care,  outreach  and  social  work  services,  health  education,  recreation, 
information  and  referral,  as  well  as  opportunities  for  older  individuals  to  be  of 
services  to  their  communities  through  volunteering. 

Any  Grafton  resident  over  the  age  of  60  or  members  of  his/her  family  are 
eligible  to  use  the  services  of  GCSCC.  Handicapped  individuals  under  the  age 
of  60  may  also  be  served  through  these  programs.  Although  there  are  no 
charges  for  the  services,  the  Agency  does  request  contributions  toward  the  cost 
of  services. 

During  1993,  77  older  Grafton  residents  were  served  through  all  of  GCSCC's 
programs.  These  individuals  enjoyed  dinners  at  the  Mascoma  Senior  Center, 
received  hot  meals  delivered  to  their  homes,  used  transportation  services  to 
travel  to  medical  appointments,  to  grocery  stores,  to  do  personal  errands  or  to 
the  Senior  Center,  contributed  hours  of  time,  energy  and  talent  to  support 
services  for  the  community,  participated  in  recreational  and  educational 
programs,  used  our  information  and  referral  service,  people  used  the  services 
of  our  social  workers.  Services  for  Grafton  residents  were  instrumental  in 
supporting  many  of  these  individuals  as  they  attempted  to  remain  in  their  own 
homes  despite  physical  frailties. 

Our  staff  works  closely  with  other  agencies,  providing  services  to  older 
people  in  the  community  to  assist  older  Grafton  residents  and  their  families  in 
taking  advantage  of  available  programs  and  services  which  will  improve  the 
quality  of  their  lives  and  enable  them  to  remain  independent  in  their  own 
community  for  as  long  as  possible 

GCSCC  has  very  much  appreciated  the  support  of  the  Grafton  community  for 
services  which  enhance  the  independence  of  older  residents  of  Grafton.

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LISTEN  COMMUNITY  SERVICES 

The  Town  of  Grafton  provided  $452  in  support  of  LISTEN'S  outreach  services 
offered  in  cooperation  with  Tri-County  Community  Action  Program.  Town- 
supported  services  include:  Housing  and  Utility  Assistance,  Food  Assistance 
and  Financial  Counseling  and  Advocacy.  LISTEN  also  provides  additional 
services  including  Children  and  Family  Programs  as  well  as  the  Thrift  Stores 
which  are  not  funded  by  the  town. 

The  purpose  of  LISTEN  services  is  to  help  individuals  and  families  become 
economically  independent.  The  agency  provides  assistance  with  basic 
necessities  which  might  otherwise  be  the  responsibility  of  the  town  welfare 
office.  A  total  of  $21,905  in  actual  goods  and  direct  financial  aid  was  provided 
to  155  residents  in  1993.  So,  for  every  dollar  spent  by  Grafton  LISTEN 
services,  residents  received  $48.46  in  direct  assistance.  This  does  not  include 
the  value  of  counseling  and  advocacy  also  provided  at  no  cost  to  residents.
